In the same year he entered 
The College of the Bible for his seminary training, which he 
completed in June 1955 when he received his Bachelor of 
Divinity degree. 


At the beginning of this month he entered upon his 
duties as full-time minister of the Antioch Christian Church. 
His wife is the former Lois Long, daughter of Dr. and Mrs. 
John Long, who are currently serving on the faculty of 
Chapman College in Orange, Calif. They have one child, 
Kay Lynn, who is sixteen months old.

I am the wife of John Juhn who is facing imminent deportation to 
South Korea. Because of his long and outspoken opposition to 
Syngnan Rhee in South Korea, my husband will certainly be subjec¬ 
ted to terrible persecution and execution if deported. 

Ity husband was escaping the horrors of the old Japanese colonial 
rule in Korea, and entered this country 35 years ago, seeking an 
asylum. By living in this country as a law-abiding member of the 
community, he earned all the freedom and protection afforded to 
everyone under the Statute of Limitations. 

But the Walter-McCarran Law has wiped out the Statute of Limita¬ 
tions, and after 35 years, and after having been a good husband 
and the provider of a good American home, my husband is now de¬ 
portable for his "illegal entry" 35 years ago, and for no other 
alleged reason whatever. 

However, even the Walter-McCarran Law contains a provision which 
empowers the Attorney General to withhold deportation of anyone 
to a country where he may face physical persecution. I am con¬ 
vinced that an appeal by you and other prominent persons, will be 
of immeasurable help in saving the life of my husband. 

To be able to present such appeals before the final hearing is 
held within a month, please sign the enclosed appeal and the spon¬ 
soring letter which will be sent to others to Join in the appeal. 

I do pray that you will give this appeal your utmost, serious con¬ 
sideration.

This letter concerns your membership, No. 461 in the 1919 Pension System. You 
became a member on February 6, 1920 and began to pay dues based upon age 29 
which was your age at nearest birthday. Having started to pay dues at'age 29, 
you were required to pay dues for 35 full years to bring the membership up to 
the final anniversary or in other words so that it would be "paid up." 


The Age Pension, under the 1919 tension System, is $250.00 a year, payable $20.83 
a month. It is payable automatically at age 65 , regardless of retirement. Rather 
than to wait until the final anniversary of the Certificate, we make it a practice 
to begin the pension upon the member's 65 th birthday. In some cases, the dues 
are paid up prior to the 65 th birthday and in other cases, the dues run beyond 
the birthday, depending upon whether the nearest birthday at the time of beginning 
was before or after the date of enrollment. In your case, the nearest birthday 
at enrollment date (February 6, 1920) was the preceding one of August 7, 1919. 

Since the dues were based upon age 29 and 36 years of payments were required, 
the 36th anniversary of the membership would be February 6, 1956. Therefore, you 
owe the $13.04 semi-annual payment due August 6, 1955 and an annual payment of 
$25.33 as of February 6, 1956, a total of $38.37 to complete your membership. 


If you will send us a check for that amount we will then begin your Age Pension. 
You will be entitled to receive the prorated pension for August of 1955 from 
the 7th to the31st, inclusive, and the full pension of $20.83 that will be due 
September 1, 1955, (for the month of September) which makes a total of $38.19 
or $.18 less than you owe us, (not quite a fair exchange). Of course, the Septem¬ 
ber 1 pension will not be due until that date. We will be paying it at the first 
of the month in advance.

Tokyo, November 6 , 1955 


Lear Friends, here and there: 

Tonight at midnight we fly to Hongkong, so if you are to have my impressions of 
Japan unsullied by the impact of the Crown Colony this letter must be written 
tonight. We leave with real regret for we have had a wonderful month in this 
beautiful island kingdom. When I think of Japan I think of water—the sea on 
every side, upon which you come unexpectedly, the little streams, the wide rivers, 
the delta cities of Hiroshima and Osaka, and wherever you look the rice terraces 
rising up the mountain sides, watered by irrigation. The reflection of the sun 
set on a hill-side of rice paddies is as lovely as anything I know. We have 
seen more of Japan this time than ever before, and more of the beauty spots. 

The change since 1943 is tremendous. There is almost no evidence of the war 
destruction for there has been a flurry of rebuilding in an effort to get back 
on their feet industrially and to try to provide housing not only for those who 
were bombed or burned out of their homes, but for all the repatriots who have 
returned, unwanted in the countries where they had lived. The population problem 
remains one of their insolubles—36 million people on these islands, approximately 
the size of California, with much of the land unarable because of the mountains, 
and much now, they complain, taken by the American forces for bases, living quarter 
and runways. You have no doubt read of the resistance to enlarged air bases,and 
they do have a real grievance, tho 1 they are inclined to forget that a defeated 
nation has tc pay the price of occupation. In climate we have experienced vari¬ 
ety for the map of Japan, laid on North America would extend from Montreal to 
Atlanta. Three typhoons have meant much rain and damp weather, but we were 
really cold when we flew to the Hokkaido, the northern island and as we rode 
back by train to Hokadate we went around the northern shore and shivered when 
we were told—"Over there, across the water, is Siberia." 

Trains run on schedule, are comfortable and clean. There are lots of tramlines 
and subways in Tokyo and the taxis, wherever you are are driven I am sure by the 
Kanakaze pilots from the war, for they go headlong and one never knows how they 
manage to deposit you alive and whole when the ride is over. 

People are everywhere. The World Conference on Planned Parenthood has been meet¬ 
ing here_Mrs. Sanger came out on the boat with us—but v;e see no evidence that 

Japan has a plan the’ there is much interest. There are too many babies, too 

many runny noses, too many children darting into the street! But there is little 

appearance of want, tho' the older people look haggard and stooped. We have been 
charmed by the masses of school children being taken to visit all the national 

shrines, the temples, the places of beauty. This is the tine of year for such 

pilgrimages and pennies are saved all year for the excursions. In addition the 
local schools do a great deal of teaching out of doers. We have not visited a 
temple on a clear day without finding children all ever the grounds with their 
paints, their crayons and drawing paper. And nary of then were doing exception— 
ally good iirork. 

The equality of education in Japan is high, schools are crowded and there is 
eagerness on the part of young people for more education. I wish I could write 
about all the fine schools we visited and the wonderful people who entertained 
us, of the delicious Japanese food we ate with Japanese hosts, of the sukiyaki 
cooked over charcoal at the table, the host doing the cooking. That and the tea 
ceremony, which we witnessed in a famous Japanese home, are the two domestic 
duties that men in this country perform. It is a man's world, more I think, 
than, in any country I know. But I must not fail to write of our visit to the 
International Christian University which I was so glad to visit again, having 
seen the sight in 1948 when, the shell of an unfinished airplane- factory was 
the only building on the campus. Now that shell has been turned into attractive 
offices and classrooms, there are dormitories, faculty houses and apartments 
and a beautiful chapel that is the focus of the campus. Sherwood spoke at 
chapel and preached on Sunday morning so that we had the char.ce to meet and 
talk with faculty and students. Dr, Yuwasi, the Presidentj is building a won¬ 
derful Christian University which deserves continuous and increased support from 
the Japanese, the States and other countries. Faculty and student body are both 
international. 

The Japanese houses seem snails’ than ever and because they do not paint then they 
give a first appearance of drabness and neglect. But once one gets used to the 
soft brown wails and the thatched roofs they serve as a perfect background for 
the dwarf pine-trees, the persimmon trees heavy with huge orange-colored fruit, 
the crysanthemuns that are in bloom everywhere just now. I still think there is 
no house so peaceful, so restful as a real Japanese house, with its polished 
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floors, its soft mats, its sliding doors, and its gracious gentle people. Jap¬ 
anese "baths have soothed us at the day's end—a tub of hot, hot water into which 
you climb when you are quite clean and rinsed of soap, to stay until every ten¬ 
sion is gone and you have the courage to tumble into a cold, cold bed to fall 
quickly to sleep. The hot baths are a means of keeping warn during the winter, 
and I, for one, have certainly appreciated them. 

We have spent very little tine in Tokyo which has meant we have not met the 
leaders that we have in former visits, but we have done the more interesting 
thing of really seeing the country. We have been in some fifteen cities, having 
cone from the Hokkaido by ferry to Honshu, the main island, stopping along the 
way, changing from train to plane on the run in Tokyo, and in a pouring rain. 

We had hardly cleared, the airport before the clouds broke and \ie were in sun¬ 
shine and shadow all the way to Kyushu, the southern island. We flew over the 
Inland Sea, one of the beauty spots, and we have seen Mt. Fuji from the air, 
from the sea and from the land. Our last sight of her tonight was from the 
Barley Downs' front porch as the sun set in rosy splendor behind her. I don't 
wonder the Japanese love her so. 

We have seen the beauty spots of Japan—Hikfco with its red temples, its cryptc- 
neria avenue, its Three Monkeys andL its Sleeping Cat. The maple trees were just 
beginning to turn as we went on to Lake Chizenji and the famous waterfall, a 
favorite place of suicide for disappointed Rovers. We stopped at Matsushima, 
the famous bay of pine islands, off the east coast at Sendai, then to Miajima 
with its huge red tori in the water, guarding the temples. The great temples 
there, the hillside red with maples, the winding paths with the blue water of 
the Inland Sea in the distance gave us one more picture of the beauty of the Land 
of the 3ising Sun. One afternoon we stood above the bay at Fukuoka and looked 
down on the very harbor that had sheltered the ships of Kublai Khan in 1281 
when, with the aid of the typhoon—the "Kanakaze Wind” as they called it—the 
Japanese had driven the Mongols out of the Bay and back to China. Japan had 
never known defeat in-her history until 1945, a fact that we used to remember. 

One glorious day we spent in Kyoto visiting the temples, the Golden Pavilion, 
set in a huge public garden, covered in its entirety with gold leaf. In Osaka 
we went to the crysouthemun show, and never have I seen such profusion of blooms, 
so many on a single stock, trained into all sorts of shapes, and of every pos¬ 
sible color. In addition to the usual showing of flowers there were scenes from 
old folk-tales, including the Mikado, with the kinonas all made of crysanthe- 
mums, the obis of flowers of a different color. There were children's fairy 
tales, too, to the great delight of the crowds of children whose parents had 
brought them. Flowers are everywhere—even in the banks with most artistic flower 
arrangements on the counters and on the desks of the officials—a nice touch 
that I recommend! 

We managed, too, to share some of the arts of Japan. Their Music Ball has a 
chorus of 300 who perform with the precision of the Hockettes. Their color 
effects and their staging is beautiful without a single hitch in scene shifting. 

We went to see the Takarazuka Dancers who put on the Ugly Duckling and Kismet. 

All the parts are taken by young girls and the dancing and acting were as nearly 
perfect as ary could be. In Kismet there were three Jewish merchants who fur¬ 
nished the comedy. Suddenly they began to sing "Davy Crockett", evidently with 
their own version of the story for the audience was convulsed. One morning at 
11:30 we went to the Kabucki theater. That is the old classical theater, very 
stylized, very formal, with men taking all the parts. The costuming was beauti¬ 
ful, the narrator and his accompanist sang the story and the actors, too, sang 
or spoke part of their lines. The action is slow, the stories are sad and there 
were many wet handkerchiefs. There are many intermissions, including a long 
one for lunch. Most of the audience ate cold rice and fish with chopsticks 
in their seats. At the Kabucki we saw the conservative Japanese, both men and 
women in beautiful kinonas, and even some women wi th the old-style formal hair 
style. In general,western dress is popular, and the dress-naking schools that 
have sprung up in the last years are swamped with girls wanting to learn to 
make western clothes. 

We were in Nagasaki and Hiroshima. In both cities the areas destroyed by the 
atomic bombs have been cleared and rebuilt. But in each city is a Museum that 
tells the tragic story of those first few hours. Bach has its peace monument. 

In Hiroshima the ashes of the 73,000 victims that were killed instantly are 
buried in a mass grave over which there is a granite marker, covered with flow¬ 
ers, ; before which incense is burned, with people coming constantly to pray. 

Cn the marker is written— 
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-Rest in Peace, 

It wi 11 not happen again 


Surely* tne world will not oe so mad as to let it happen again——the destruction 
and the suffering is beyond imagining. I will long bo haunted by the tragedy 
there. The most impressive experience of all for us v;as the hour that we had 
with Dr. Eachiya whose "Hiroshima Diary" has been widely read and reviewed in 

the States. I know many of you have read it. I wish you night have net him_so 

gentle, so simple with his scarred face, and his compassionate heart. He told 
us that he did not expect to survive and felt that seme record might be valu¬ 
able to his fellow doctors, so he began to keep his diary. That he did places 
us all in his debt. You will remember the little old lady who worked beside 
him, who, tho 1 she had lost three sons in the war and her home in the bombing, 
kept him cheered up to carry on. She served us tea and was one of the most 
radiant persons I have ever seen. The unconquerable human spirit! On the whole 
I round much less citterness than I had expected, and found no anti—American 
feeling, not in the Dig cities, on the trains or in the smaller centers. 

In Tokyo I saw the work of the war widows in the nylon stocking project. Every 
single thread was salvaged to make stockings, socks, shoulder pads, sweaters, 
padding for mats to sleep on and cushions to sit on. Twenty pounds of discarded 
nylons shipped from the U. S. at a cost of $8.00 for postage is made into articles 
that bring $80.00 on the open market, a return of eight-fold! This means a live¬ 
lihood for 37 widows from this one shipment. Sc keep on saving your discards_ 

the need is great and many more women could be supported if there were more 
material, 

I heard a great deal, * and saw something of the problem of the G.I. babies about 
which so much has been written and said in the U.S.. One of the prices that is 
always paid for war is the afternath of unwanted children. Whatever the army 
that seems to be the result, and our army at that point has been no better than 
other armies. But I have found that a great number of the babies have been adopt¬ 
ed, for the most part by American couples. And thus far there seems to be little 
discrimination against the children. In Kyoto, I was told of a concerted effort 
by parents, teachers and children to absorb the G-.I, babies into the school system 
and that it had in that case seemed to be successful. One must remember that in 
Japan all the skins are golden-colored, all the hair is black and straight, all 
the eyes are large and black, so that a tow-head, or a negroid child stands out 
as it never would in the ninture that we are accustomed to at home. There are 
many tales of tragedy, of suicide, or infanticide, but there are tales, too, of 
heroism and family acceptance that warn your heart. 

There are so nary wonderful traits in the Japanese, their gentleness, their un¬ 
failing courtesy, their care of children and old people. I shall not soon 
forget the picture of the young man who knelt down at the gate of the airfield 
to have his old mother (she looked a hundred and fifty but was probably less 
than half that) strapped on his back to be carried out to the plane. The shrunk¬ 
en, timid little soul on the back of her son Hade a beautiful picture. It is 
hard tc reconcile the cruelties of the war years with the daily life one sees. 

For those of you who want to understand this contradictory and crucially impor¬ 
tant country I would recommend your reading "Five Gentlemen of Japan" by Frank 
libney. The Japanese themselves recommend it, as a good exp lunation of the 
"web-society" that binds the country with interlocking duties and loyalties. 

Two weeks in Hongkong, then the boat trip back to San Franciso. We pick up our 
car in LaHabra and take the southern route home, arriving in time for Christmas. 
Ivhat a wonderful trip it has been—but always best of all is the coming hone 
again.

We want the retreat to 
begin at 10 a.m.and end about 4 p.ui We want to have all our Dis¬ 
ciples ministers there if possible. We have recently had a rather 
serious disagreement over revision of the Constitution of the Joint 
Board in which two of our conservative churches made an issue of 
certain necessary provisions, namely, protection of funds Invested 
in property later deed to mission churches. That is, if cooperative 
funds are invested in property later given to mission churches the 
recipients ought to bind themselves to be cooperative churches and 
not go off into independency. What we need is to have a retreat in 
which our spiritual lives will be lifted and the spirit of brother¬ 
hood and cooperation strengthened. I think you perhaps know that 
Houston is one of the places where our cause has suffered for years 
because of the spirit of suspicion and distrust between some, not all, 
of the churches. If you can do this for us you will have performed 
a miracle. This will make it necessary for you to be here on Thurs¬ 
day morning. 


On Suhday morning you are to speak at Heights Christian Church for 
Herbert Polinard. He is delighted to have you. 

On Sunday evening at 5:45 you are to be with the Bethany Church, 

Lewis H. McAdow, pastor, in a dinner meeting with the Adult Forum, 
a group of about 100 persons. You will be through there about 7:15, 

You are scheduled tentatively at 7:30 at First Church with John 
Knowles. John will need to clear matters with his Worship Committee, 
I have just talked with him on the phone and he said tell you he 
would vrlte you early in December after he has cleared the matter. 

I have said nothing about finances, but I hope that we shall be able 
through free will offerings and perhaps some contributions to keep 
you and Alma fed and happy. Beatrice is now in the hospital - the 
5th time since you were here last year. However, she says she is 
feeling better than for some months and hopes to be home by the end 
of the week. This trip was for X-ray therapy.

Dear Friends, 

The first draft of this letter began: "New life as promised by the spring..." 

The second draft began: "The promise of fall just around the corner..,." Enough 
of these promises. The first snowfall is on the ground, Here, then, is opr long- 
delayed family letter. Can it be two years since we last wrote telling you we 
were "going to leave old Texas now"I Please forgive us. 

They have been full years. We came to Philadelphia by way of California in Janu¬ 
ary, 1954. Phyllis, Marta, and Jay flew across the continent. Olcutt and Lynn 
drove. It was not until May that we moved into our own home in Lansdowne, We 
stayed with Olcutt's sister in Spring City, Pa., for awhile. Elizabeth's husband, 
Dick Gorton, had conveniently and quite by coincidence bought the weekly news¬ 
paper there a few months previously. For a time we rented a row house; it was 
quite an experience to share walls on both sides with neighbors. 

But our house now is a large old home on a quarter acre of ground. Besides four 
bedrooms on the second floor we have a large guest room on the third floor. Cribs 
and extra mattresses help stretch its possibilities. We are only 15 minutes by 
train from the heart of Philadelphia and only seven blocks from U.S. Highway 1 on 
the way from Philadelphia to Baltimore, Do stop to see us when you come this way. 

In June, 1954, we took the whole family to the American Friends Service Committee' 
Institute of International Relations in Connecticut, where Olcutt served as dean 
and Phyllis was able to get in on many of the discussion groups; the older chil¬ 
dren participated in activities at their level. Olcutt went on to the National 
Training Laboratory in Group Development (group dynamics) at Bethel, Maine, for 
three weeks. Much of our time the rest of the year went into house fixing. 

Our biggest family news of 1955 was the birth on February 24 of Fred Aden Sanders, 
weighing in at 8 pounds 10 ounces; it was another satisfactory demonstration of 
natural childbirth, much to the edification of staff members at University of 
Pennsylvania Hospital. Too bad Fred couldn't be a native Texan, says Olcutt, but 
(second best?) he's a birthright Philadelphia Quaker! He and Jay, who was two in 
April, will soon be good pals. Marta (5^) is in first grade after a year in kin¬ 
dergarten, and Lynn (almost 7) is in third grade. Both attend Lansdowne Friends 
School, only 3% blocks from home. 

We have found a real fellowship in the Lansdowne Friends Meeting. Olcutt serves 
on the Peace Committee and Adult Forum Committee, as well as on the Yearly Meeting 
Peace and Civil Liberties Committees. Phyllis is supervisor for the 2-5 year old 
group in the Frist-day (Sunday) School. The Women's International League for 
Peace and Freedom is also an outlet for her concerns, and this fall she began sing 
ing weekly in the Media Fellowship House Choir -- an interracial non-professional 
group with a fine director. 

Olcutt's work as director of the Information Service for the American Friends 
Service Committee makes him responsible for public relations and central mailing 
and literature services with a staff of about 24 workers. This includes public

meetings, printed interpretation* newspaper releases * magazine inquiries, radio¬ 
television services, visual aids, and a special program of educational materials 
for children* One of the children's projects, incidentally, is to be written up 
in the December F arm Journal ; we've seen a proof of the full-color picture of a 
"mitten tree" -- the three children on the left being Lynn, Marta, and Jay. 

Olcutt travels less than when he was in Texas, only about six weeks a year. His 
job keeps him in close touch with many exciting ventures in human service. As 
the need for direct physical relief diminishes, the AFSC emphasis has turned in 
such directions as social and technical assistance, equal opportunities for 
racial minorities, international understanding, and defense of the rights of 
conscience* 

This May saw the arrival in the U.S. of Phyllis's parents, Dr* and Mrs, Fred Aden, 
retiring after 37 years as head of Colegio Ward, the Methodist mission school in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. Dad was honored last October with the Americas Award 
for 1954 -- for outstanding work in promoting inter-American understanding. They 
were in and out of our home between conferences until July* We spent a week with 
them at a friend's cabin in the Pennsylvania mountains as part of our vacation; 
then they headed for California, A freak auto accident caused them to stop over 
for a month in Illinois, but they are recovered and are now visiting Phyllis's 
two sisters and other relatives on the West Coast. They were here when their 
youngest child, Melvin, was married on May 20. Mel and Liesel, who comes from 
Germany, are now in Pensacola, Florida, where he is in Naval Air training, 

We have followed with special interest the developments in Argentina, where 
Phyllis and her brothers and sisters were born and grew up and where one brother, 
Fred, still lives with his family. Argentina's political future is still uncer¬ 
tain, but the prospects for democratic institutions seem good. 

We have watched, too, the expanding definition of democracy in the United States. 
Olcutt's father and grandfather were born in Mississippi near the scene of recent 
violence by white people who are fearful of changes in racial patterns, and some 
areas will find it difficult to adjust readily. But Supreme Court decisions and 
many voluntary steps North and South encourage us. In international relations 
the direction is less certain. The political realist must join the religious 
idealist in finding an alternative to violence in international conflict, now that 
"man has the power to put an end to his own history." William Penn wrote 300 
years ago: "True godliness does not turn men out of the world, but enables them 
to live better In it, and excites their endeavors to mend it." 

Let us hear from you.

I have before me your last letter saying that you prefer jot to 
speak three times on Sunday. However, I have not yet cancelled either 
the Bethany or the First Church evening engagement pending a little 
further discussion with you in this letter. At Bethany you will meet 
with a group of perhaps 100 people for about 40 minutes. Bethany Is 
our second largest church - formerly South End - a J d I f a y 
the largest church of our people in Houston, though First church with 
its new site near Rice Institute will be in a good position to main¬ 
tain the lead. I hope you can come to know McAdow, the pastor, and 
the Bethanv people. About First Church I need say nothing to you. 
There you will find your old friends and many more of other commun¬ 
ions who know you and your ministry. This will be a more city-wide 
meeting. The old building will probably be gone when you come in 
future years, so this meeting Is rather important in many ways. The 
Thursday night meeting at First Church will be a laymens meeting in 
preparation for a pre- E aster program of lay visitation evangelism. 


I am particularly concerned about the Thursday meeting at Camp 
Holden. It will be a retreat of our ministers of the area to evalu¬ 
ate the work of the Joint Board. But our deepest need is to evaluate 
our Awn lives and our attitude toward Christian cooperation. We have 
been trySng for a year and a half to adopt a revised Constitution and 
in every case have met with resistance from brethren who seem to fear 
to agree on anything© It is a disease that has affected our work in 
Houston for years. It is partly theological conservatism on the part 
of two or three men, partly a feeling of educational insecurity (I 
mean men who feel Insecure and uncertain in the presence of their 
brethren because they do/mot possess a standard education - though 
they would not admit this as a reason) and partly an abnormal Insist¬ 
ence on individualism, which they call democratic freedom. The net 
result is lack of brotherliness on the part of some, and the suspicion 
and distrust Is spreading, in my opinion. We shall probably want 
you to open our retreat at 10 a.m. with ®!im®s*age addressed to our 
spiritual needs. Then before we dismiss in the afternoon you should

On December 15th some of us interested in the American Friends Service Committee program 
in Mexico and El Salvador had a meeting and was discussing the possibility of raising some 
money for it in the State of Texas. It occurred to me that you might possibly have in mind 
people there who might be interested in contributing to the program. If we can get enough 
names, one of our money raisers will go down and see what could happen. I thought that 
perhaps you might be able to recall some of the wealthy citizens, or semi-wealthy citizens, 
of your native state who might be interested in this particular program. I am sure that 
there are people in Texas who are interested in creating better relations with Mexico. Such 
people would not have to be especially radical, because there isn't anything very controvers¬ 
ial about this particular program. 

I remember you and I raised quite a bit of money down there in the Emergency Peace Campaign 
on a subject that was much more controversial than this one. I could not remember many of 
the names. I thought maybe you could remember some of those, and then perhaps might know 
some others. Any possible contributors that you might know about and would be willing to 
tell us about would be helpful. In addition to their names and addresses, perhaps a line 
or two telling something about them would be helpful. You know this game a lot better than 
I do. Then, too, we would be glad to know of any possible approaches to them. 

I am enclosing a little literature to remind you of our program there. In brief, we have 
sent some 3*000 young people to Mexico in the past 15 years; have helped build schoolhouses; 
latrines$ worked in health clinics; built a cooperative cotton gin; brought water to the 

villages. Those who have gone down have been from this country and some 2h or 25 other 

countries. Some have gone down for the summer and some have gone down for a year or more. 

Any bright ideas you may have would be helpful. 

While I am about it, I want to wish you and your family A Merry Christmas and a good year. 
When you get a chance, break down and let me know how life's treating you. For my part, 

I retire from the American Friends Service Committee in June, 1956, and am exploring 
possibilities of setting up a national organization to carry on a peace education program 
among the educational directors at the national, state, and county level of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, The National Farmers Union and the National Grange. I have re¬ 
ceived quite a bit of encouragement. I have the blessings of the Grange and the Farmers 
Union and on January 16th will know whether wr not we get the blessing of the Farm Bureau. 

If I do, then I am going to set about raising money, and if I get enough money, we will 
open a program. If that don't work out, then I'll have to dream up something else.
